“Thank you, Chicago,” said Emanuel, who 
came out to U2’s “Beautiful Day.” “To the Sec- 
ond City that voted for a second term, and a 
second chance.”

Emanuel in a fight for his political life against 
Garcia, who has presented himself as the 
more compassionate option. 

Emanuel held a massive campaign fundrais- 
ing advantage, and he used it to try to cast 
the race as a referendum on whether Garcia 
has enough leadership experience to run the 
city and deflect attention from controversial 
decisions and abrasive style that marked the 
mayor’s first term. And, he had support from 
his former boss, President Obama, who cast 
an early ballot for him from Washington. 

All told, Emanuel raised nearly $23 million, 
compared with a little more than $6 million 
for Garcia. That allowed Emanuel to get on 
the air quickly after the first round of ballot- 
ing Feb. 24 to define Garcia for voters before 
the challenger had a chance to define 
himself and capitalize on the mo- 
mentum generated by forcing the 
mayor into a runoff. The mayor 
ran a nonstop stream of TV ads 
since November, more than 
20 different spots that have 
aired more than 7,000 times. 

Garcia, a former community 
organizer, alderman and state law- 
maker, ran a campaign focused on 
the city’s neighborhoods, with support from 
teachers and unions upset with Emanuel. He 
accused the mayor of being out of touch with 
voters and blamed him for the fiscal problems, 
while playing up the mayor’s push to close 
about 50 schools and a gang violence problem 
that spiked during Emanuel’s first term. 

He also vowed to end Chicago’s troubled 
red-light camera system, which some resi- 
dents believe is discriminatory and focuses 
more on revenue than safety. 


KOK OK 
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On Tuesday night, Emanuel and backers 
gathered at the Chicago Journeymen Plumb- 
ers Union Hall in West Town, while Garcia 
threw his election night party at the UIC Fo- 
rum in University Village. 

A to-member live band greeted Emanuel 
supporters with a rendition of “Mustang 
Sally.” Partygoers were offered cans of Miller 
Lite, Miller Genuine Draft and Coors Light 
and Lagunitas IPA on draft, as well as an as- 
sortment of wine and sodas, compliments of 
the campaign. 

At Garcia’s party, a large banner of Garcia’s 
face was posted next to the lectern. Projectors 
beamed a “Chuy Garcia for Mayor” sign, and 
the cartoonish mustache logo adopted by the 
campaign, onto a nearby wall. 

Entering Election Day, Chicago Tri- 

bune polling showed Emanuel had 

solidified a lead over Garcia; one 

poll published March 31 found 

58 percent of voters backing 

Emanuel and 30 percent sup- 

porting Garcia with 9 percent 

still undecided. The poll, with 

a margin of error of 3.7 percent- 

age points, marked an increase in 

support for Emanuel from an early 

March Tribune survey that found Emanuel 
at 51 percent and Garcia at 37 percent. 

But plenty of questions remained about 
turnout and the get-out-the-vote efforts of 
both campaigns. Indeed, Tuesday’s election 
followed a weekend of religious holidays and 
fell during a week when most of the city’s 
schools are out on spring break. 

And turnout was expected to exceed the 
near record-low of 34 percent in the Feb. 24 
election.

Two members of Illinois State University’s 
athletic department were among the seven 
people killed when their small plane crashed 
near the Bloomington airport while returning 
from the NCAA basketball championship 
game in Indianapolis, authorities said. 

They were identified as Aaron Leetch, dep- 
uty director of athletics for external opera- 
tions, and Torrey Ward, associate head coach 
of the Redbirds men’s basketball team. 

“The entire campus [is] in mourning,” ISU 
President Larry Dietz said in a statement. 

Two other victims have been identified:

The plane left the Indianapolis airport at 
about 11 p.m. Monday and hit heavy fog over 
central Illinois, authorities said. At about 
12:15 a.m., radar contact with the plane was 
lost, according to the sheriff’s office.

S.C. cop charged with murder 
in black man’s shooting death 


A white South Carolina police officer was 
charged with murder Tuesday, hours after law 
enforcement officials viewed a dramatic video 
that appears to show him shooting a fleeing 
man several times in the back. 

North Charleston Mayor Keith Summey 
announced the charges at a hastily called news 
conference in which he said City Patrolman 
Michael Thomas Slager made “a bad decision.” 

The shooting, which began as a traffic stop, 
occurred as Americans grapple with issues of 
trust between law enforcement and minor 
ity communities after a series of deaths of un- 
armed black men at the hands of police. They 
include the deaths of Michael Brown in Fer- 
guson, Mo., and Eric Garner on Staten Island, 
N.Y. Both sparked protests nationwide. 

In the Charleston case, authorities said the 
victim, 50-year-old Walter Lamer Scott, was shot 


after the officer already hit him with a stun gun. 

“When you're wrong, you’re wrong,” Sum- 
mey said. “When you make a bad decision, 
don’t care if you’re behind the shield or a citi- 
zen on the street, you have to live with that 
decision.” 

A video of the shooting released to news 
media outlets shows the officer firing several 
times at the man’s back while he’s running away. 
It then shows the man falling down, the offi- 
cer slowly walking toward him, and the officer 
placing him in handcuffs. He then walks away 
as he talks on his radio, and Scott is not moving. 
The officer later is seen dropping something by 
Scott’s side. 

Slager’s attorney dropped him as a client 
Tuesday, a day after he had released a statement 
saying the officer felt threatened and that Scott 
was trying to grab the officer’s stun gun.

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Nosaj Thing brings electronic 


music back to basics 


By Andy Downing | For REDEYE 
Though 30-year-old electronic mu- 
sician Nosaj Thing is still a young 
man, he sometimes feels like a relic 
discussing his introduction to beat- 
making. 

“I’m talking about radio and cas- 
sette decks, which is the equivalent 
of people talking about 8-tracks 
when we were growing up,” said 
the KL-based musician (whose real 
name is Jason Chung), by phone 
from the road in Atlanta in late 
March. “It’s weird, man. I feel like 
hella old.” 


The simple spirit that informed 
these earliest musical explorations 
surfaces again on his forthcoming 
long player, “Fated,” which is due 
out May 5 and includes a collabora- 
tion with Chicago’s Chance The 
Rapper (the trippy “Cold Stares”). 


The press release for “Fated” talked 
about it as a return to simplicity. 
Yeah. Electronic music has really 
progressed quickly over the years, and 
there’s way too many plug-ins and op- 
tions. I was thinking about when I made 
my first album, and how I was kind 
of limited because I didn’t have 
a great computer. I liked the 
limitations and the simplic- 
ity of it, so I went back and 
started to explore that. 


Did you find that mindset 
bleeding into other aspects of 
your life? Did you find yourself 

holding garage sales to get rid of the 
clutter? 
I was doing a lot of that when I was writ- 
ing the record, actually. I’ve moved every 
year the last four years, and every time I 
move I’m getting rid of a lot of stuff. I’ve 
just been trying to shed, purge, whatever 
you want to call it. 


Your songs tend to rely heavily on tex- 
ture, so | thought it was interesting you 
did a track with Chance, since his voice 
has such a gnarled, three-dimensional 
quality. 

Definitely. I tried to strip back “Cold 
Stares” as much as I could because his 
voice is so powerful. I thought it gave it 
such a cinematic feel.

How did you two connect? 

We first met a few years ago through this 
guy named Will who does this artist series 
called Songs from Scratch. He basically gets 
two artists from different worlds into the 
studio to create a track. We just vibed out at 
the studio and talked ... and then that beat 
was done in like 10 minutes. It just clicked; it 
was organic. 


You've done a number of remixes. Was there 
anyone you were intimidated to remix? 
I was very intimidated to remix Philip Glass. 


Was it like someone handing you a box of 
markers and pointing you at a Van Gogh, 
like, “Have at it”? 

When the opportunity came around I just 
really didn’t want to touch [the song], but it 
was a pretty great roster and I really wanted 
to be a part of it, so I just did it. But that’s 
how it felt. It was like, “Man, I don’t even 
know where to start with this.” I had to not 
think and try to have fun with it. 


You’ve mentioned the importance of not 
over-thinking things a handful of times here. 
How much of the creative process for you is 
removing that mental barrier? 

Yeah, I mean, this is a thing I’ve been bat- 
tling. I feel like the best work happens when 
I’m not thinking too much, and it just comes 


together really quickly. 


The album was born in part of a perpetual 
feeling of deja vu. Was that sensation new 
to you? 

Yeah, it was a weird year. Even the album art 
is from New Year’s Eve. I’m holding a fork 
in a diner, and the knife just got stuck to it 
somehow. It was a random occurrence. That 
wasn't even going to be the cover; I usually 
don’t like to have my photos out there, but it 
just fit. 


Is part of not having your photo out there 
the idea that you like people to come into 
the music without any sort of image or ideal 
attached to it? 

Yeah, I always like that. When I was listening 
to music growing up I never thought about 
what the person looked like, or what kind 

of person they were. Especially in electronic 
music everyone was so low-key, and I just 
kind of liked that vibe. 


In the high school yearbook, were you the 
kid who always had “image not available” 
printed above his name? 

{Laughs.]} Yeah. I only took {a photo] once, 
and I still regret it.

MCGRATHCITYHYUNDAl.com © 888-499-8352 © www.MCGRATHCITYHYUNDAI.com © 888-499-8352 © www.MCGRATHCITYHYUNDAI.com ° 888-499-8352 ° www.MCGGRATHCITYHYUNDAl.com 


Designers find inspiration 


in Steppenwolf’s take on 
‘Marie Antoinette’

Us Weekly was still a few centuries away and 


she didn’t have an Instagram account, but 
when it came to captivating the public eye,

On Wednesday, five local designers will 
channel that energy on the runway.

junction with the ongoing play, the “Explore: 


The World of Marie Antoinette” event 
will feature five Chicago designers’ “Marie 
Antoinette”-inspired pieces, critiqued by a 
panel of local fashion experts, plus French 
food from Chez Moi and French pop cour- 
tesy of DJ Maxime Bonnard. 

“Everybody accused [Antoinette] of 
spending France into debt because of her 
wardrobe,” said Kate Pankoke, a participat- 
ing designer and “Project Runway” alumna.

For bridal designer 
Pankoke, that meant a whimsical gown that 
captured the queen’s storied poise—even as 
the revolution boiled over. 

“She really took that grace and composure 
with her all the way to the end, and I wanted 
to design a dress ... what I feel she thought 
she looked like on [her execution day,} which

was probably the most dramatic day of her 
life,” Pankoke said. 

Designer Elena Bobysheva, too, tapped into 
the queen’s confidence and the production’s 
present-day references. “I imagined a socialite, 
what would she wear to an event in the mod- 
ern age now?” Bobysheva said. “I definitely did 
not want to create a costume-looking piece. 

I still wanted to look very high-fashion, very 
well made, very beautiful, but to have a very 
modern sense of regalness to it.” 

That air of grace was central not only in 
the production’s look, but in the way in which 
its costumes were constructed, according 
to Caryn Klein, head of the Steppenwolf 
costume shop and a panelist for the fashion 
show. Arenas’ Antoinette puts on many of her 
costumes onstage, which required Klein and 
her team to interpret costumer designer Dede 
M. Ayite’s designs in ways that allowed for 
audience-ready changes. “We had to make sure 
that it was really graceful,” Klein said. “Because 
in regular costume changes, usually you’re 
backstage and no one sees what’s happening.”
